S. 1267 would allow the District of Columbiato enact the portion of itsannual budget that
islocally funded. Under current law, the District of Columbia cannot spend any local or
federal funds until its annual appropriation from the federal government has been enacted.
CBO estimates that enacting S. 1267 would have no impact on the federal budget.

S. 1267 containsnointergovernmental or private-sector mandatesasdefined inthe Unfunded
Mandates Reform Act and would impose no costs on the District of Columbia.
